his room until this morning, refusing to 


see all visitors. 

His hreakdown is largely due to the 
extra work involved in the preparation 
of his letter of acceptance, which is now 
nearing completion and will be made 
public within a few days. 

Several times during his address this 
afternoon it appeared that Mr. Wat- 
son was about to break down, but he 
managed to finish the deliverance. 

He declared his intention to remain 
on the stump unless absolutely forced 
to go home by sickness. 

There were about one hundred populists 
present from different parts of the state, 
together with about twenty local demo- 
crats. 

Mr. Watson said the populist movement 
was on its feet again, and that it would 
continue before the American people un- 
til it was triumphant.

The letter 
you refer to purporting to-be addressed 
by me to Michae] Donnelly and printed 
in The Miners’ Magazine of September 
22 is, of course, an absurd and impudent 
forgery. I have written no such letter 
nor any letter even resembling it to Mr. 
Donnelly nor any one else. IT have 
written Mr. Donnelly requesting to know 
if he has received any such letter and 
requesting him, if so, to at once lay it 
before the district attorney of Chicago 
to find out whether it is possible to dis- 
cover and punish the forgers. 

THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

The letter in which the president is 
represented to have made his attack on 
union labor was addressed to Michae] 
Donnelly, of Chicago, president of the 
Butchers and Meat Cutters’ Union. The 
document is given in full, with President 
Roosevelt's name attached, but without 
date, and it Is stated that it was written 
in response to an appeal by Donnelly to 
him to interfere for the settlement of the 
late butchers’ strike. Following are some 
extracts from It: 

Alleged Attack on Unions. 

“I stand ready to do as my illustrious 
predecessor, Grover Cleveland did. and 
assert the power of this nation against 
all local nullifiers. Last summer J felt 
impelled to write a letter calling upon 
my countrymen to put down lynching. 
But labor union terrorism and crime are 
as great a national menace as lynch 
law. 

“Let me tell you that the first duty 
of the officers of the law, whether they 
be sheriff, constable, municipal officers, 
mayors, governors, or the president him- 
self, is to maintain public order and put 
down the mob with an iron hand.”’ 

After advising Donnelly to put a stop 
to the strike, the president is represent- 
ed es saying: 

“Tn any case be assured I will keep my 
hands off unless your folly brings you in- 
to collision with the laws of the United 
States when my hand will go on in a 
way you will not like. So far as I am 
concerned you have barked up the wrong 
tree. I am not to be elither wheedied 
or frightened into meddling with what 
is none of my business.”

army near [sbeck. The writer of the 
article in question, basing his statement 
upon information described as official, 
Says that in one sham battle two privates 
of infantry were shot, one of them fa- 
tally, and that fifty cavalrymen were 


less serious. 
transfixed a hussar., 
most immediately, while a second hussar 
was so seriously wounded that one of 
his legs had to be amputated, In an ar- 
tillery contest an enlisted man lost both 
legs, an Officer was painfully injured by 
the explosion of a military balloon. and 
a corporal was mortally wounded in the 
Same way. Two officers and twenty 
men were thrown from their horses jin a 
cavalry charge, and all were wounded, 
two or three fatally, and {In another 
charge of the same character forty-eight 
men were unhorsed. A sergeant was 
killed in an infantry attack and a dra- 
g00n was perhaps mortally wounded by 
@lancer. If this lst of casualties is cor- 
rect it indicates either than the German 
maneuvers were insufficiently safeguard- 
ed against accident or that extraordinary 
ill-luck attended the troops engaged. A 
remarkaWle mishap also occurred during 
the recent maneuvers of British mounted 
troops near Southampton, England. Tak- 
ing fright at the report of a pistol, nearly 
six hundred horses belonging to the 
Hight and Eleventh Hussars stampeded, 
running in all directions, scores of them 
receiving such injuries from barbed wire 
fences and ironshod picket pegs that they 
had to be killed. One drove of two hun- 
dred plunged into the sea, dozen jumped 
down steep embankments, breaking their 
legs or necks, many were drowned and 
60 complete was the stampede that only 
three out of nearly six hundred horses 
were left in camp.”

Shanghai, September 27.—Reports _ re- 
ceived from the northwestern part of the 
province of Shantung say that the Shan- 
tung Boxers are being distributed pros- 
pectuses, couched in the same language 
as those circulated before the uprising of 
1900. These prospectuses order pre- 
cisely similar observances and fix Oc- 
tober 1 next, as the date for the exter- 
mination of all foreigners. 

According to the dispatch from Shan- 
haji September | The North China Her- 
ald, commenting on recent occurrences, 
at Tamingfu, province of Pechili, where 
a number of American missionaries had 
to leave owing to threatening attitude of 
the Boxers, says: 

‘It ought to be mentioned that news 
of such threatened rising travels swift- 
ly and loses nothing during its passage. 
Its effect many hundreds of miles dis- 
tant from the scene of action has been 
immediately felt. As we said in 1900, 
so again we repeat with added emphasis, 
there is danger of a general conflagra- 
tion unless the utmost vigilance ig ex- 
ercised. 

‘Those interested in preventing such 
an outbreak, we remark, as we did then, 
will govern themselves accordingly.”

On the 30th of November, 1885, a mob 
at Rock Springs, Wyo., (a) killed twenty- 
efght Chinese, wounded fifteen, drove 
many from their homes and destroyed a 
large amount of property. On a claim for 
indemnity being urged by China, our state

That the govern- 
ment. ag such was not Hable for any local 
disturbance or domestic violence, and 
that redress must be obtained through 
local laws of the territory and that under 
the rules of international law the fed- 
eral government was not responsible. 

The secretary went on to say further 
in substance, “The circumstances of this 
case were so shocking and the outrage 
perpetrated on these men so great that 
a recommendation to congress would 
doubtless be made by the president for 
an appropriation to pay for the property 
destroyed. This was as a gratuity, the 
government emphatically denying that it 
was ifable for the same, but the recom- 
mendation was made, solely through pity, 
for the unfortunates whose property was 
destroyed. 

There are two other notable instances of 
mob violence inflicted on aliens domiciled 
tn the United States. These both occurred 
in New Orleans. The first was directed 
against the Spaniards In !85! on account 
of the shooting of American citizens in 
Cuba who had joined the filibustering ex- 
pedition. The consulate of Spain was at- 
tacked also. On claim for indemnity by 
Spain (2) our government held that it was 
not Hable except as to the case of,the 
consul. That the claim for»redress must 
be cought through the courts of the state 
of Louisiana and that the claim of pri- 
vate individumls was no greater than 
would have been the claim of a citizen of 
the United States under similar circum- 
stances.

Finance Committee Had $77,000 to 
Spend—Spent It Taking Care of 
Departments and in Making 
Public Improve- 
ments. 


The most important October apportion- 
ment sheet that has been written for 
years in Atlanta was discussed and 
adopted yesterday afternoon by the 
finance committee of the general council, 
Alderman H. T. Inman, chairman. 

Nearly every departmept of the city 
government was given increases and 
money was set aside for some very im- 
portant public improvements. The sheet 
was adopted unanimously by the finance 
committee and will doubtless be adopted. 
also by the .general council during the 
session of next Monday afternoon. 

The most important fact in connection 
with the October apportionment sheet is 
that the committee found.$34,000 of un- 
expended money, which means that tiie 
receipts of the city government this year 
have been $34,000 in excess of what was 
anticipated when the January appor- 
tionment sheet was. written. 

Mayor Howell's entire administration 
has been marked by the manner in which 
the finances of the city have been 
handled and this is especially true of this 
year. Last year, it will be remembered, 
Alderman Inman, who was chairman of 
the finance committee of 1903, boldly de- 
clared in September that there was 
money enough in the city treasury for 
all departments for necessary expenses 
and he invited them to give the finance 
committee statements of what they need- 
ed. They did so and he kept his word. 
Last year the city balanced to a cent and 
carried over into the present year only 
the $175,000 required by the charter. 


Money Has Been Guarded. 
Alderman Inman’s management of the 
finances of the city has been gratifying 
to Mayor Howell and the people of the 
city will learn with pleasure of it. Every 
dollar of the city’s money has been care- 


fully guarded and there has been a full 
discussion about every appropriation. In 
addition to his own capabilities Chair- 
man Inman has been favored with the 
aid of especially capable men who have 
given him the benefit of their advice 
and experience. These men who constitute 
the finance committee with Alderman In- 
iman are Mayor Pro Tem. Longino, Alder- 
men Terry, Harwell and Girardeau, Coun- 
cilmen Peters and Breitenbucher. 

All these gentlemen have been aided 
by City Comptroller Goldsmith in dealing 
with the city’s finances.

it is doubtful whether the market would 
have held as well as it did. There ap- 
peared to be considerable demand for 
cotton below 10 1-2c, and while this was 
mainly from the short interest, the buy- 
ing was sufficient to hold the market, 
The feature of the day was the weekly 
weather report, which could hardly be 
termed favorable, though it exerted 
very little Influence on prices. 
construed the statement from Texas that 
boll weevil were doing no damage owing 
to the advance stage of cotton as bear- 
ish. To many it seemed as though this 
indictaed no great top crop, and there- 
fore a moderate yield. Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Tennessee, Arkansas and South 
Carolina all reported moderate yields 
with very little top crop. If these 
statements can be accepted as reliable, 
there is not likely to be any overproduc- 
tion of cotton this séason. The move- 
ment is so heavy that traders will not 
be surprised at a slightlv lower range 
of value. On breaks from this point 
cotton should be a purchase, 

WHEAT—There was selling early, ale 
lowing of small declines, foreign mafr- 
kets were easier, but primary receipts 
were less than last year, and there was 
buying by Armour on 4 big scale that 
started shorts to covering, 
ing more confidence among the bull con- 
tingent. Considerable selling appeared at 
times through commission houses and the 
scalpers, but offerings were taken off 
the market. There was talk of a better 
eash demand at Duluth, while the world’s 
visible was considered bullish in the 
sense that the Increase was very small 
eompared with last year. The day's 
strength was rather surprising, but the 
foreign news was rather bullish, espe- 
clally that appertainig to Australia, and 
the closing was firm. With further ad- 
vances appearing we would favor sales, 
as we do not believe these prices can 
be sustained. 

CORN—Primary receipts were light, 
there was a good cash demand, but the 
futures were freely sold by a commis- 
sion house with the buying scattered. 
The milling pressure was not so great, 
weather conditions are not favorable, and 
we would favor purchases On dips. 

OATS were heavily sold on large re- 
ceipts in the west, and stocks east of 
the Rockies showing another big in- 
crease. The selling was largely in the 
way of liquidation with buying scatter- 
ed and hardly of a good character, 

PROVISIONS—Shipments of lard were 
under and meat sover last year’s. The 
amall erly advances were not sustained, 
free selling appearing, thought to be for 
packers, while there was selling of lard 
and ribs by the English houses. We do 
not consider the situation a weak one 
by any means, hogs are not any too 
plentiful and on dips we would favor 
purchases of January product. 

STOCKS—The stock market today 
showed further strength. Prices rose 
under a good tone. The buying was 
from inside sources. It seems that the 
specialty advance witm the individual 
reaction policy has been resumed, and we 
would treat it with caution as such, 
Conservative houses are looking for 
gradual improvement this week in the 
active standard leaders. Do not get 
over-bullish at present. Better to be 
reasonably certain than wrong, even if 
something is missed. However, we may 
say that good signs indicate betterment 
in values for a time.
